SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Mega Climax 72 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has been given this classification because of the extent and degree to 
which, and the manner in which, the publication depicts strong images of sexual 
conduct of a degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature which also degrade, 
dehumanise and demean the participants to a high degree. The basis for this finding 
is the presentation of women as being insatiable for sexual intercourse and the way in 
which close-up photographs of the genitals of the participants during intercourse 
dominate the magazine. These close-up images include a series of photographs in 
which strong focus is placed upon 'fisting', that is the insertion of the hand into the 
vagina. The close focus images presented in the magazine have the effect of 
reducing the female participants to a collection of orifices solely for the purpose of 
sexually arousing the reader. It is the large number and strong impact of these 
images that point to the availability of the publication to any person or persons as likely 
to be injurious to the public good. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Mega Climax 72. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does 
apply to this publication. However, the presence of strong degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning elements aimed at sexually arousing the reader are seen as a 
reasonable justification to make the magazine objectionable.
